WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP). 
~—A number of canned vegetables, 
fncluding tomatoes, peas and corn, 
will have substantially lower point 
values beginning Sunday, but shop- 
pers will have to give up consid- 
erably more ration points in buy- 
ing canned fruits. 

The ration cost of tomato and 
citrus juices also will be boosted 
in the March chart of processed 
food values, with grapefruit juice, 
point free during the last three 
months, back on the list at one 
point for a No. 2 can. Increased 
likewise are the point values on 
canned fresh lima beans, tomato 
catsup and grape juice. 

OPA announced the new ration 
values today. 

No change is made in the cur- 
rent values on frozen foods, pre- 
serves and jellies, dry beans, 
canned soups and baby food, but 
the revised chart gives point-free 


ratings to canned. fresh-shelled | 


beans, dry prun 
rants and mixed dried fruits. 

Victory gardeners and home can- 
S@rs received credit from OPA 
Administrator Chester Bowles for 
the sharp downward adjustment 
of vegetable point values, which 
the changes make the lowest since 
the start of rationing. 

Urges More Gardens. 

“They did a magnificent job last 
year,” Bowles said in expressing 
a hope that more-victory gardens 
will be grown in 1944. “It will be 
possible to keep ration points at, 
or even near, present levels only 
if the food output this year is 
greater than ever before.” 

‘Explaining the sharp boost of 
ecanned-fruit point values, OPA 
said movement of these items into 
consumption has been nearly 18 
per cent faster than scheduled, re- 
sulting partly from earlier reduc- 
tions of vegetable values, which 
released more points for buying 
fruit, 

In giving No. 2 cans of grape- 
fruit juice a one-point value, OPA 
said the juice was made point-free 
last December to move the large 
‘gupply into consumption before ar- 
rival of the new pack. This has 
been accomplished, the agency 
said, “and it now becomes neces- 
sary to put a point value on the 
item to get better, distribution of 
the new pack.” 

Orange juice and blended citrus 
juices, returned to the open mar- 
ket this season, are given a two

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 3.—

day of a collection of 38 “master- 
pieces” of art, purchased in St. 


phis art museum in spite of ad- 
vice from a nationally recognized 
expert that the paintings were not 
worth having. 

The paintings, attributed to such 
i'masters as Rubens, Gainsborough, 
Reynolds and Van Dyck, were 
from the art-jammed home at 5145 


Lindell boulevard of Warner S. 
McCall, retired St. Louis utility 
magnate and ardent collector, who 
moved to Gibson City, Ill, several 
years ago and sold his home last 
summer. 

Commission Chairman Vesey 
laid $25,000 of taxpayers’ money 
on the line for the collection after 
Dr, Wilhelm Reinhold Valentiner, 
director of the Detroit. Institute of 
Arts, had advised the city that 
some of the paintings were fakes, 
some were contemporary copies 
and others were inferior examples 
of the work of masters. 

Expert’s Advice. 7 

“My advice was not to.buy the 
collection at any price,” Dr. Val- 
entiner, who had viewed the paint- 
ings while they were on lay 
at Gimbel Bros.’ d ment store 
in New York, recalled today. 

The Detroit's expert's opinions 
are all wet, in the estimation of 
Park Commission © Chairman 
Vesey, who is a busy man, being 
general secretary of the Scottish 
Rite Cathedral in between super- 
vising parks, recreation grounds, 
the municipal golf ‘course, the 
Memphis Museum apd the zoo. 

“Why,” he said, “that Rubens 


jpainting alone is valued at what 


the entire lot cost we.” 

Dr. Valentiner’s reaction to 
that work, “Portrait of an Italian 
Lady,” was that it probably was 
genuine but just fair and nothing 
to get excited about. “It is a 
very early painting of Rubens, in 
my opinion, and not characteristic 
of his work and nothing I should 
like to have,” the Detroit expert 


said, 
“Absolute Fakes.” 


Furthermore, he described as 
“absolute modern fakes” a Ma- 
donna painting attributed to Hans 
Memling, a Madonna and Child 
painting attributed to Rogier, 
and a portrait of a woman at- 
tributed to Jean Clouet. 

Dr. Valentiner added that the 
paintings attributed to Thomas 
Gainsborough, Sir Anthony Van 
Dyck, Sir Thomas Lawrence and 
Sir Joshua Reynolds, were in his 
opinion, “school paintings’’—copies 
by unknown artists who were 
painting at about the time the 
works were done by the masters. 

Cammissioner Vesey, however, 
continues to point with pride at 
the Rubens, which he calls the 
prize of the lot. He is also par- 
ticularly fond of a so-called Van 
Dyck portrait of Queen Henrietta 
Maria, consort of Charles II; a 
portrait of Miss Elizabeth Lovett, 
allegedly done by Gainsborough, 
and a catalogue “headliner” por- 
trait of a lady, said to have been 
done by Reynolds. 

McCall is reputed to have paid 
upward of $100,000 for some of the 
paintings, which hung for years 
in the private gallery adjoining 
the 22-room McCall mansion in

TED CRONIN SHOT 
WOUNDED 4 TIMES 
BYE MEN NMAUT 


Bullets Hit Boss of Seérv- 
ice Car Drivers’ Union 
in Left Arm—Shooting 


Follows Chase. 


Timothy R, (Ted) Cronin, boss 
of the AFL. Service Car Drivers’ 
Union, was attacked in true gang- 
ster fashion last night by two 
men in an automobile who drove 
beside his stalled car in Watson 
road and poured eight bullets 
into it, four of them hitting 
Cronin but: none finding a vital 
spot. Three bullets passed through 
the fleshy part of his left arm 
and the fourth imbedded itself 
there, 

He.told police it was an at- 
tempted holdup, although $239 in 


cash and a valuable diamond ring 
he wore were not taken, 

“IT. don’t know why anyone 
would want to kill me,” he told 
police, who questioned him at 
City Hospital today. “Both of the 
men were strangers to me.” 

He said he left the Sixty-six 
Cafe at 6435 Chippewa street 


about 11:45 last night and was i 


driving west on Chippewa where 
that street becomes Watson road 
when an automobile pulled up be- 
side his car and a man on the 
right front seat called out, ‘This 
is a stickup.” 

Fired Without Word. 

"IT stepped on the gas,” ‘Cronin 
continued, “and got about a block 
ahead of them, then my car, which 
I just got out of the garag 
slowed n and stalled. The 
other car came by just then, and 
without another word they. fired 
and went on,” ~ : 


Cronin insisted that if it was a 
plot to kill him the men would 
have used a machine gun or a 
shotgun. As. it was, they used a 
.45-caliber automatic pistol. Fur- 
thermore, he said they had ample 
opportunity to make sure he was 
dead since his car was stalled. 


Two men, Arvel Pearson, a 
farmer, and Robert Payne, a 
service station operates, both of 
Kirkwood, told police they were 
driving on Watson road near Wi- 
nona avenue en route to St. Louis 
and saw Cronin’s car without 
lights, parked in the middle of 
the street, . 

They said Cronin was in the 
street on his hands and knees be- 
side the automobile. After-assist- 
ing’ him into the car, they sum- 
moned police. 

Probationary Patrolman Fred 
Siebel and Patrolman Kenneth

Three Bullets Hit Door. 

An examination of his automo- 
bile showed three bullets had 
lodged in the door on the driver's 
side, and a fourth penetrated the 
door, falling harmlessly on the 
seat beside Cronin.

LONDON, March 3 (AP), —

R. A. F. fighter-bombers.

STIMSON SAYS LEND-LEASE ACT 
RENEWAL WILL SHORTEN WAR 


Fallure to Extend It Would In- 
crease Cost of Conflict in Lives 
and Dollars, He Asserts, 
WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP). 
—Secretary of War Stimson said 
today that failure to extend the 
Lend-Lease Act for another year 
“would prolong the war and in- 
crease the cost to our people in 

lives and dollars.” 

“We are now in the full passage 
of war where the full accumula- 
tion ‘of our strength must be 
thrown against the enemy and our 
continuity of effort maintained,” 
he told the House Foreign Affairs 


Committee. “Experience in this 
war, as in all wars, has shown that 
the greater the preponderance we 
have in men and material in any 
given action, the fewer the casual- 
ties and the quicker the issue is 
resolved in our favor.” 


The present act expires June 30.

Rome Yards Bombed. 

American heavy bombers today 
attacked Rome’s railroad installa- 
tions and a nearby airfield, Flying 
Fortresses hitting the Littorio 
and Tiburtina freight yards while 
Liberators bombed the main Vi- 
terbo airdrome, 35 miles north of 
the city. 

Early reports indicated the rail- 
way yards were well covered and 
that the airdrome bombing was 
effective. The Fortresses and Lib- 
erators were escorted by fighters. 
It was believed a sizeable force 
struck at the freight yards, 
through which military traffic 
flows to the beachhead and main 
Fifth Army fronts. 

The Rome radio said some 
bombs fell in the vicinity of the 
Vatican. 

Fourth Major Raid. 

This was the fourth time Rome 
has been the target of a major 
Allied raid, 

Rome was bombed twice before 
the fall of Benito Mussolini's gov- 
ernment and the third time on 
Jan. 13, when three airfields in the 
vicinity of the city were attacked.

\source, presumably Grea tain 
‘or the United States. This delivery 
of equivalent ships could be ex- 
plained by the fact that the cap- 
tured Italian ships could not be 
delivered through the Dardenelles 
to the Black Sea, but that other 
deliveries could be made to North- 
ern Russia by the Barents Sea. 

He said he did not know wheth- 
er the captured ships would be 
manned by Italian or Russian 
sailors, but thought probably by 
both. The British and American 
navies, he said, were already us 
ing some of the captured ships. 
He pointed out that all the ships 
of the Italian Navy had not been 
captured and he did not know 
how many ships or what tonnage 
were in the hands of the three 
powers,

MOSCOW, March 3 (AP). — 
Despite a freakish, spring-like

Temperatures were reported al- 
most as high as they usually are 
in late April or May, and melted 
ice and snow were said to be mak- 
ing many roads impassable. 

Russian forces, nevertheless, 
eaptured more ground between 
Lake Peipus and the Gulf of Fin- 
land and tightened their hold on 
communications around German- 
held Narva in Estonia, while in 
the suburbs of Pskov Soviet in- 
fantrymen pushed slowly forward 
in fierce fighting, front line dis- 
patches said, 

South of Pskov, meanwhile, oth- 
er Red Army forces were reported 
driving down the 12-mile-long 
highway from captured Soshikino 
toward Ostrov. The latter city, 32 
miles south of Pakov, is a junction 
of the Pskov-Warsaw-Berlin rail- 
way. 

The Soviet command said 30 lo- 
calitiegs were captured in the drive 
south of Pskov yesterday. Besides 
Soshikino, they included Zamoshye 
and Rozhanka, 11 and 12 rgiles 
northeast of Ostrov, and the rail 
station of Sergino, 19 miles south- 
a of Ostrov on the Pskov-Iritsa

PARAGUAY SEIZES RAILWAYS 
AFTER GENERAL WAGE STRIKE 


ASUNCION, Paraguay, March 3 
(AP). — Government rejection of 
union demands for minimum 
Wages and revision of social se- 
curity laws caused widespread 
work stoppages for 10 days last 
month that assumed the propor- 
tion of a general strike and re- 
sulted in the Government’s seiz- 
ing contro] of street car and rail- 
road systems to prevent a trans- 
portation strike. 

(This is the first dispatch re- 
garding the strikes permitted to 
pass Paraguayan censorship.) 

Bakers, construction workers, 
shoemakers, tailors and factory 
workers joined in the atrike, 
which the Government officially 
announced had ended without any 
disturbances. The Government also 
announced that workers’ contribu. 
tions to the social security fund 
would be reduced from 3 per cent 
of their salaries to 2 per cent. 


ASSERTS CANADIAN AIRMEN 
DO MORE THAN THEIR SHARE 


OTTAWA, March 3. (AP).— 
Frederic Dorion, Quebec inde 
pendent, asked yesterday in the 
House of Commons if it must be 
believed that there was an “un- 
known agreement” under which 
the R. A. F. must keep its stand- 
ing at the expense of Canadian 
airmen. 

“Why must we furnish the men

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FOUR GET DEATH 
AT ALGIERS FOR 
PRISON TORTURE 


Six Other Former Vichy- 
ite Guards Given Terms 
Ranging From 10 Years 
to Life. 


ALGIERS, March 3 (AP). — A 
special military tribunal, bringing 
the first of the French “purge 
trials” to a conclusion. today, con- 
victed 10 Vichy concentration 
camp officials of murder and bru- 
tality and sentenced four of them 
to death. ; 

One of the 11 defendants, Col. 
Felicien Lupy, inspector general 
of Vichy prison camps in North 
Africa, was acquitted, 

The court, after hearing téati- 
ay for two weeks, returned 

erdicts of death against Sgt. Maj. 
Jean Baptiste Finidori and Lt. 
Xavier Santucci, Corsicans, Sgt. 
Maj, Raphael Dauphin, a French- 
man, and Otto Riepd, a German. 

Lt. Col, Raymond Viciot and the 
Russian guard, Amfen Dormanov, 
were sentenced to life terms, two 
were given 20 years and two oth- 
ers were sentenced to 10 years. 

The charges grew from the oper- 
ation of a camp at Colombbechar 
in Southern Algeria, where Vichy 
interned members of the French 
Foreign . Legion following the 
armistice with Germany. Most of 
those interned were Austrian, 
Spanish, German and Polish anti- 
Fascists who joined the Legion in 
1989 for the war against Germany. 

Brutalities, such as beating. with 
crowbars, led to eight deaths, it 
was charged. 

The verdicts represented a vic- 
tory for Justice Commissioner 
Francois de Menthon, who has 
been insisting on observance of 
republican law in the trial of al- 
leged Vichyites, and set a prece- 
dent for the tria] of Pierre Pucheu, 
former Vichy Minister of the In- 
terior, who is to face charges of 
treason in the same chamber be- 
ginning tomorrow. |

BOMBERS HIT PARAMUSHIRO 


3 JAP BASES 


IN MARSHALLS 


All U. S. Planes Return From Kuriles Island 
Attack—Yanks Reinforced in 
the Admiralties. 


WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP). 
American bombers, raiding Pa- 
ramushiro and Shimushu without 
encountering any major opposi- 
tioh, dropped five tons of bombs 
on those Japanese bases at the 
northern end of the Japanese 
homeland island chain and re- 


turned safely to their bases. 

The Navy announced this today 
in a Pacific fleet press statement 
which told also of attacks by other 
bombers on three Japanese bases 
in the Eastern Marshall Islands. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, March 3 
(AP).—Strong reinforcements have 
been landed on Los Negros Island, 
Allied headquarters reported today 
in a communique which also dis- 
closed that the landing in the Ad- 
miralties was intended to be only 
a scouting expedition in force and 
was shifted to the status of a 
full-fledged invasion because of 
the initial weakness of the Japa- 
nese defenders. 

The American Sixth Army units, 
operating .from a beachhead a 
mile long and three-quarters of a 
mile deep, now are fanning out 
from the quickly captured Momote 
airdrome to engage the few thou- 
sand Japaneses still holding the 
bulk of Los Negros Island. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur's. com- 
munique said the shift in objec- 
tive was made after the Japanese 
were outmaneuvered to dis 
persed positions by the quick Al- 
lied capture Tuesday of the 
island's key’ positions, the 5000-

Japs Hold Most of Island. 

Reinforcements started arriving 
from the boats yesterday after the 
outnumbered Americans beat off

Latest reports said that follow- 
ing the arrival of reinforcements 
the American troops had firmly 
established the perimeter, and in- 
dicated that the Japanese stil> held 
the rest of the island which. ex- 
tends seven miles westward and 
about eight miles north of Momote 
airfield. Engineers began filling 
holes made in the runway by the 
prelanding bombardment. 

New Ireland Shelled. 

Allied bombers hit Japanese po- 
sitions near Momote airdrome and 
on adjacent Manus Island, at- 
tacked Hansa Bay and Madang 
and Alexishafen airfields on New 
Guinea, and hammered Rabaul on 
New Britain, and the Duke of 
York Island, in strait between 
New Britain and New Ireland. 
Liberators sank a 7000-ton vessel 
out of a convoy off Hollandia, 
Dutch New Guinea. 

Destroyers shelled Cape St. 
George on the south coast of New 
Ireland and Borpop and Namatani 
airdromes on the east, Planes sank 
a loaded Japanese troop barge off 
the east coast,

O JAPANESE ON TARAWA 


St. Louis Marine May Have 
Downed More in Two 
Days of Fighting. 


The exploits of Marine Pvt. Wil- 
liam J. Sedivec of St. Louls in the 
fighting on Tarawa were revealed 
today in a dispatch from a marine 
combat correspondent, who wrote 
that Sedivec used three rifles to 
kill five Japanese in two days of 
fighting. 

As was the case with so many 
others, the rifle Sedivec carried 
ashore was rendered useless by 
immersion in salt water. On the 


beside a dead marine, and on two 
other occasions: he replaced 
which had become 
clogged with sand. 

Sedivec made each of the rifles 
count for oné or more Japanese. 
He said he bagged five “for sure,” 
three machine gunners and two 
‘snipers, and probably got several 
more. This wag his first campaign. 
His narrowest escape came in 
the landing, when two men within 
arm’s reach were killed by snipers 
as the group crept along the pier. 
He was carrying a heavy load of 
mortar shells. 

That night, he said, Japanese in- 
filtrated into the irregular marine 
line, shouting, “Hey, marine, wake 
up,” and shooting at those who in- 
cautiously raised up. The marines, 
who had been wide awake all the 
time, made short work of the 
Japanese. 

Sedivec fired at two Japanese 
whom he spied crossing an open- 
ing, but couldn’t be sure whether 
he got them. Next morning, how- 
ever, he picked off a sniper in a 
-tree—his first kill. 

Shortly after that he and his 
group found themselves pinned 
down by fire from a Japanese 
pillbox, one of his comrades was 
shot in the side while trying to 
pull a wounded Marine out of the 
range of fire. They remained un- 
der: cover until a tank moved up 
to knock out the pillbox. 

The next day was spent in re- 
pelling Japanese snipers, and Sedi- 
vec spent most of the third day 
helping to move ammunition and 
building an abutment for Marine 
mortars. While he was working, 
a group of Japanese rushed the 
Marines from a pillbox. They 
were mowed down, 

The following day, when the bat- 
tle had reached the mopping-up 
stage, Sedivec’s outfit was relieved 
and went to a small island nearby 
to rest. 

Pvt. Sedivec is the husband of 
Mrs, Sue Sedivec, 4226A Virginia 
avenue. A graduate of Cleveland 
High School, he was employed at 
the Webster Publishing Co. when 
he enlisted in February, 1942. He 
has been overseas for one year.

Convention Group Also 
Rejects Plan to Correct 
Evils _in Justice of 
Peace System. 


—-_——

JEFFERSON CITY, March 3— 
Reform of Missouri's antiquated 
eriminalaiding judicial procedure, 
prevented by questionable influ- 
ences in many sessions of the 
Legislature, was rejected for in- 
elusion in the proposed new Con- 
stitution yesterday by the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary, which 
also rejected proposals for ade- 
quate correction of the evils of 
the Justice of Peace Court sys- 

tem. 

These actions, taken with the 
refusal of the committee to take 
majority action to uphold the 
nonpartisan court plan, added 
three more to its reactionary rec- 
ord. 

A subcommittee had reported in 
favor of specifically authorizing 
the Supreme Court to establish 
rules of practice and procedure 
for all courts in the State, a re- 
form erally recognized by the 
bar the State as necessary to 
bring about speedy and economical 
=— and to prevent sharp prac- 


Power May Be Inherent. 

Many leading lawyers are of the 
‘@pinion that the Supreme Court 
has the inherent power to make 
rules of practice, some of them 
expressing that opinion before the 
committee, but the court has hesi- 
tated to exercise the power. 

The Subcommittee report was 
first amended by the committee, 
by a vote of 11 to 10, to give the 
court power to make rules only 
for the Supreme Court and the 
Courts of Appeals. This would 
have created a condition much 
™-worse than complete silence of 
the Constitution on the court's 
rule-making power, as by limiting 
such power to the Supreme and 
Appeals courts it would by inf 
ence have been a constitutio 
declaration that the court could 
not exercise its inherent power to 
make rules applicable to the low- 
er courts. In the absence of any 
declaration on the subject in the 
Constitution, lawyers say, the 
court can exercise its inherent 
power whenever it gets the cour- 


age. 

After the amendment, which 
was offered by Delegate P. M, 
Marr of Milan and was supported, 
with two exceptions, by the dele- 
gates who voted to wreck the non- 
partisan court plan, Delegate 
Charles H. Mayer of St, Joseph 
obtained the adoption of another 
amendment striking out all refer- 
ence to the court’s power to make 
rules. With the amendment, the 
court can make such rules, but 
Mayer and his supporters would 
have preferred the specific decla- 
ration. 

As to Justices of Peace. 

The committee left little of the 
proposed justice of the peace re- 
form. It merely changed the name 
from justices of the peace to 
magistrate, reduced the number in 
rural counties and provided that 
the magistrates should be lawyers. 
Former Gov. Guy B. Park told 
the committee that it had merely 
“retained the justice of the peace 
courts with a dignified name.” — 

By amendments to the subcom- 
mittée’s report, the committee 
made of doubtful value the provi- 
sion requiring that they and pro- 
bate judges, who will serve as 
magistrates in the emaller coun- 
ties, should be Jawyersa, This was 
done by a provision that any pro- 
bate judge now in office should be 
eligible for re-election and any 
persons who had had four years’ 
experience as a justice of the 
peace should be eligible for elec- 
tion as magistrate even though 
he was not a lawyer. 

As the committee’s recommen- 
dation will go to the convention, 
there will be no reduction of the 
number of justices of the peace 
(magistrates) in St. Louis, and 
any justice of the peace can re- 
main in office as long as he can 
be re-elected, regardless of wheth- 
er he is a lawyer.

-ernments, of course, have been in- 


formed by the Russians about the 
armistice terms. It ig possible 
that these terms were discussed 
between the several governments 
and some suggestions or altera- 
tions offered before the Kremlin 
finally drew up the six points. 
It must be stressed that this 
entire Finnish-Russian question 
centers entirely around the armis- 
itice conditions.

A Criticism of Allied Strategy . 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Please allow a humble civilian some 
comments on Allied strategy. So far, the 
campaign in the Mediterranean has not 
been illuminated by any flashes of 
genius. We see only dull, unimagina- 
tive moves on the strategic chessboard. 

To go back to the Italian surrender, 
we find that practically nothing of 
value was derived from what should 
bave been full of fruitful opportunity. 
It was a surrender to the Germans 
rather than to the Allies. Our hands 
were not ready to act promptly on Ital- 
ian dispossession. For example, the 
Dodecanese Islands were suffered to fall 
to the enemy, 

Our decision to invade Italy over the 
long crocodile back of that mountain- 
studded peninsula was most ¢favorable 
to the Germans, who were given the 
huge advantage of naturally defensible 
terrain. The result has been to slow 
the progress of the two armies to a 
snail's pace while they bruise them- 
selves against successive mountain 
peaks. 

Certainly this was far from the 
Churchill strategy of striking at the 
“soft under-belly” of the continent. If 
this meant anything, it meant a landing 
on the South coast of France or Italy, 
far up the Tyrrhenian or Adriatic seas. 

The undefended landing at Anzio was 
strangely barren of'a brilliant dash to 
cut German communications, north and 
south, or of a rapid march on Rome, 
to establish ourselves in its environs. 
But the very serious embarrassment 
that must result from any attempt to 


capture Rome by reason of its secular - 


and ecclesiastical monuments and the 
Pope's residence should have been fore- 
"geen and avoided by an invasion north 
of the Eternal City.

Decisions That Mean Jobs 


The first aim of Government and private en- 
terprise in reconverting the total industrial plant 
in the United States to peacetime uses should 
be to maintain jobs for all who earn their live- 
lihood from salaries and wages. 

All other aspects of reconversion—prompt 
payment of contracts, disposition of the Govern- 
ment’s industrial plants, sale of the Government’s 
surplus equipment and goods—vast and impor- 
tant ag they are, will be of the first order of im- 
portance for only one reason: their effect upon 
employment. . 

Decisions that must be taken now will mean 
jobs, or lack of jobs, in the crucial years after 
the war. Some of the decisions which Govern- 
ment and business should make immediately 
relate to three questions: | 


How can privately-owned plants be kept 
operating with a minimum of time out for 
reconversion? 

How can a maximum of Government-owned 
plants be kept in production? 

How can the war-goods surplus be sold 
without absorbing too much of the market 
for current production in the postwar years 
when current production will be most needed 
in the interest of employment? 


The length of time needed for reconversion 
will be determined to a large extent by the na- 
tional policy, or lack of national policy, on ma- 
chine tools. At the war’s end, it is estimated, the 
Government will own 600,000 machine tools, 40 
per cent as many as were in operation in the 
whole country five years ago. 

What will be done with these tools? On what 
terms will they be sold, and to whom? These 
questions will have to be settled by stated pol- 
icies before reconversion can even start. 

Chrysler, for example, has some 20,000 Govern- 
ment-owned machine tools. When the company 
reconverts, is it to use these machine tools, or 
is it to look for others? It cannot just go ahead 
with reconversion while the Government makes 
up its mind. The Government-owned tools oc- 
cupy a great deal of the plant; it would cost, 
at an estimate, $6,000,000 merely to take them 
down, and store them, if there were any place 
in which to store them, 

Ordinarily, the automobile industry starts re- 
tooling eight months before it starts producing. 
If it can effect part of its tooling-up before the 
war is over, the time lag in employment after 
the war ' will be reduced. General Motors. esti- 
mates it could be making cars three months after 
the war’s end. But the first requisite is a Gov- 
ernment policy—which has not been determined. 

What will be the policies for postwar use of 


the Government's one-fifth of all the industrial . 


plant in the United States—the plants produc- 
ing airplanes, aluminum, gasoline, chemicals, 
magnesium, minerals, ordnance, radio, ships, 
steel, pig iron, synthetic rubber? 

Will the Government’s policies see to it that 
as many of the plants as possible are kept in 
production and therefore in the market for labor? 
Will the policies prevent the plants from being 
acquired and shut down or Curtailed in output 
for monopolistic purposes? 

How will the Government dispose of its surplus 
stocks, which it is estimated will amount to be- 
tween 25 and 150 billions? Will we, for the first 
time, plan ahead and get this biggest sale in 
history out of the way while there is a fine mar- 
ket for goods and before the surplus depresses 
the labor market? We took six years to sell the 
six billions in surplus goods after the last war; 
and we had no fixed policy about it at any time, 

If these and other policies are decided well 
today, there will be jobs tomorrow, If they are 
not decided well, or if they are not decided at 
all, there will be unemployment. Determination 
of the policies is the responsibility of Congress, 
It ig a responsibility whose discharge Congress 
should no longer delay, .

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Skim Milk by Any Other Name— 

The protracted Senate debate the other day on 
changing the name of skim milk had its humor- 
ous aspects, which were fully relished by all who 
participated in the wrangle and those who read 
about it. At the same time, a most serious issue 
was involved. 

What brought on the discu@§{ion was a bill, 
already passed by the House, providing that a 
product now sold as “dry skim milk” (in accord- 
ance with the Food and Drug Act requirement 
for accurate labeling) hencefofth be called “de- 
fatted milk solids” or “non-fat dry milk solids.” 

Senator Clark of Missouri, who led the fight 
for the change, said that the name “skim' milk” 
bears a stigma, means to many people something 
fit only for feeding to hogs and thug cuts the 
sale of the product, Senator Overton of Louisi- 
ana argued that the move to change its name 
was an attempt to prettity the product, and thus 
to deceive the public, So he ridiculed the bill 
by adopting its logic and offering amendments 
to change the name of oleomargine to “vegetable 
butter,” spinach to “health and strength greens” 
and castor oll to “elixir of life” or “nectar of the 
gods.” And why not make these changes if skim 
milk is to get a fancy new name? But the Sen- 
ate approved the measure, 46 to 4. 

Skim milk, despite its “stigma,” has its uses 
as a wholesome food, and dry skim milk is ac- 
tually in considerable demand. Yet it is to 
violate the whole principle of the Food and Drug 
Act, set up to protect the consumer and make 
sure that he knows what he is buying, for Con- 
gress to legislate a more attractive name for 
this product, or any otlHer. The change makes 
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it easy for the unscrupulous to misrepresent, ‘4t 
creates a precedent which makers of other prod- 
ucts, whose exact labeling may be even more 
important, will be quick to cite for their com- 
mercial benefit. 

A group of consumer and professional organ- 
izationg called on the President to veto the bill. 
But he signed it yesterday, and so unfortunately 
contributed to weakening one of his administra- 
tion’s solid achievements: revision of the old and 
inadequate Food and Drug Act.

Now, all this and very much more has . 


been written by another American, Allan 
Chase, and published by him not very long 
ago in a book, “Falange” (Putnam), 
which—after checking with competent au- 
thorities—I quoted with approval some 
months back. 


Little Brother of Nazism 


Sinarquists and their American apologists 
cannot but admit that the movement favors 
“Spanishness” (Hispanidad) against VU. 8. 
Americanism, and that it opposes liberal- 
ism and active participation by Mexico in 
the war against the Axis. But they swear 
that it has no connection with European 
Fascism and is not itself a totalitarian 
movement seeking to overthrow democracy 
in favor of a totalitarian state. 


After some weeks of investigation, I 
affirm the contrary: Sinarquismo is a 
servile copy of European Fascism, with no 
local element save Mexican nationalism. 
It is the little brother of German Nazism, 
of Italian Fascismo, of the French “Mouve- 
ment Synarchique d’Engpire” and of the 
Spanish Falange. Among its founders were 
Germans, members of the Nazi party. Two 
of its alleged backers represent American 
firms. Its Mexican chieftains have main- 
tained constant contact with Madrid and 
other Fascist centers. Its institutions and 
organizations have been copied from Euro- 
pean models. * 


Their Aim Is Unmistakable 


Like Hitler’s Nazis, with their one-time 
insistence on “legality,” Mexican Sinar- 
quists are wolves in sheep’s clothing. It is 
true that they are not armed—not yet. But 
they already constitute what is to all 
intents and purposes an immense army. 
Their vast organization is purposeless 
unless it aims at overthrowing the legiti- 
mate Government of Mexico, abolishing all 
political parties and establishing a sort of 
Spanish-type or Portuguese-type dictator- 
ship. 

The best evidence is given by the Sinar- 
quists themselves. Not, to be sure, in the 
public publications, El Sinarquista and 
the monthly Orden. Forget all that sac- 
charine stuff with its mere hints. It is 
intended for the ignorant at home and 
abroad, 

But let the American familiar with the 
European Fascist pattern turn instead. to

the secret bible of Sinarquismo called 
simply “Pamphlet for Chiefs,” the text of 
which came mysteriously into my hands. 
Here we get Sinarquismo neat—as the 
“chiefs” drink ‘it. : 


I quote: “The general and absolute rule 
is that no subject matter must be put to 
a vote at meetings.” Not totalitarian? 
Read further: “Our movement is hierarchi- 
cally organized and consequently it is the 
chief who gives orders and solves all con- 
flicts. The soldiers obey.” Not anti-demo- 
cratic? 


What of the organization? A leader, a 
national council, regional councils, munic- 
ipal councils, rural chiefa with a youth 
movement and a women’s movement-—these 
direct. The “soldiers” are militarily organ- 
ized in companies, centuries and squadrons, 
with cavalry (chiefs where possible to be 
mounted:on black horses). 


Its Branches Touch Our Land 


In the pamphlet, chiefs may learn how 
to organize marches and “mobilizations,” 
establish “heddquarters” equipped 'with tele- 
phones and motor cars, watch street inter- 
sections from convenient roof-tops; are told 
what to do “when the enemy blocks the 
entrance to the city.” (What enemy? What 
city?) Local leaders who have difficulties 
are instructed which telephone numbers in 
Mexico City to call. 


Playing soldier? No, Rehearsing for the 
grand day when Sinarquismo will take over 
the Government. As Mussolini did. .As 
Hitler did. As Salazar did. 


On our Southern doorstep lives a fully 
organized mass Fascist movement tolerated 
by the Mexican Government, Like Nazism 
and Fascism, it has branches in our own 
country. 


Here in Mexico, rather than in Argen- 
tina or Bolivia, is the ideal refuge where 
the Fascist idea, defeated and exterminated 
in Europe, may live and thrive. Why not 
say so?

One American official said that 
if the labor leaders go ahead with 
their plans for the protest strike | 
it would mean their arrest. Allied | 


authorities pointed out that strikes | 


in war zones are prohibited by 
proclamation of the Allted Mili- 
tary Government. 

The Communist and Socialist 
Action parties, which called the 
demonstration strike, instructed 
public service and port workers by 
handbills to avoid any interrup- 
tion of their work, including that 
connected with the handling of 
supplies for troops and Allied ad- 
ministrations. 

Lt, Col. Charles Poletti of the 
Allied Military Government sought 
to prevent the strike, conferring 
with spokesmen for 18 Italian la- 
bor leaders. The workers’ repre- 
sentatives said they only wanted 
“to demonstrate clearly to Bado- 
glio their hostility toward his gov- 
ernment” and were willing to work 
15 minutes extra at lunch time to 
make up for their proposed 10- 
minute stoppage. 

Progress toward settlement of 
the economic problems of the lib- 
erated part of Italy was reported 
today, six months after the sign- 
ing of the Italian armistice, by 
regional] officials of the Allied con- 
trol commission to its president, 
Gen. Sir Harold Alexander. 

Food reserves are being built up, 
transportation or ized and roads 
mended, the officials reported, but 
the black market remained .a 
pressing problem.

In making a report to you on this picture, it is extremely 
difficult for a reviewer to remain “cold,” “aloof” and critical,” 
to carry on, in short, movie-reviewing business “as usual.”

No one in the cast should be singled out for particular 
attention. All the actors were tremendously responsive to 
their material, treating it with the greatest respect and never- 
theless affection. The cast included Thomas Mitchell as the 
father of the Sullivan ooys, Anne Baxter as the wife of the 
only one of the brothers who was married, Selena Royle, Trudy 
Marshall, and, as “The Sullivans,” Edward Ryan, John Camp- 
bell, James Cardwelh John Alvin and George Offerman Jr. * 
The picture was directed by Lioyd Bacon. 


A Prewar Dinosaur World 

A world where “dinosaurs still exist” is presented in “IN 
OUR TIME,” at-the AMBASSADOR, starring Paul Henreid 
and Ida Lupino. That world is prewar Poland, which believed 

that “aristocracy has certain privileges,” that 

“the people are stupid,” that “cavalry can beat 

tanks,” and that, if only the people. “had kept 

quiet,” a negotiated peace with Germany might 

have been possible before the war ever started.

HE principles of making a 

souffle are few and simple. 

First, the thick white sauce is 
made, then the beaten egg yolks 
are stirred into this. Then the 
food that is to give the souffle its 
flavor — cheese, tuna, etc. is 
mixed in, And last the stiffly 
beaten egg whites are cut and 
folded carefully into the white 
sauce mixture. Always the han- 
dling is light, never heavy, and 
this applies even to the turning 
of the souffle mixture into the 
baking casserole. Then the bak- 
ing is done at a low temperature 
and long enough to do a thorough 
job of cooking the fouffle all the 
way through. No matter who 
makes the souffle and how won- 
derful they make them, these are 
the principles. And you can make 
and serve souffles just as wonder- 
ful as the finest chef's if you 
are clear on how to carry out 
these principles, 


Tuna and Carrot Souffle. 


Two tablespoons margarine and 
tuna oil; three tablespoons flour; 
ons-half cup chicken or. veal 
stock or one chicken bouillon cube 
dissolved in one-half cup hot wa- 
ter; one-half cup top milk; two 
eggs, stparated; one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt; one-half cup finely 
grated raw carrot; one tablespoon 
chopped parsley; one seven-ounce 
tin tuna—about one and one- 
fourth cups; ¢rumble into small 
pieces. 

Blend margarine and tuna oil 
with flour in a saucepan, over 
low heat. Add stock and milk 
slowly, stirring constantly; cook 
until smooth and thickened. Beat 
yolks slightly, add part of hot mix- 
ture, blend, then combine with re- 
maining hot mixture. 
carrot, parsley and tuna. Fold in 
the stiffly beaten whites. Pour 
into well greaased glass baking 
dish (six-cup) and bake 40 to 45 
minutes in 3850-<degree F. oven. 
Serve wena age 6 _, Rexven, four. 


SOMETIMES FIGS are hard to 
get, but fig bar cookies can be 
found in every corner grocery 
and they can be used to make as 
good desserts as if figs alone 
were used. This molded gelatine 
fig dessert is an excellent one to 
serve between seasons when we 
don't want the heavy desserts of 
winter and the not too light ones 
of spring. 

Fig Bar Nesselrode. 

One-half pound fig bars, two 
cups milk, two.eggs, one-half cup 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one tablespoon gelatine, one- 
fourth cup cold water, one- 
half teaspoon vanilla, one-fourth 
cup glazed or maraschino cherries 
(sliced), one-fourth cup chopped 
walnuts, 

Crumble fig bars into bowl. 
Scald ‘milk in double boiler. Beat 
eggs slightly, add sugar and salt, 
pour part of hot milk into egg mix- 
ture, blend and return to double 
boiler. Cook until] mixture coats 
a spoon, Remove from heat, add 
gelatine, which has been softened 
in cold water, and stir until dis- 
solved. Add vanilla, Cool, then 
add cherries and nuts; pour over 
fig bars, stir slightly and pour into 
oiled mold (three-cup). Chill un- 
til firm. Unmold and serve.

F the two pre-eminently spring 

diseases of childhood—rhev- 

matio fever and rickets-—the 
story of ricketg is far the more 
hopeful. We know its cause and 
prevention. We have been app] 
ing the prevention now for near 
30 years and we know it works. 
If a child develops rickets it can 
be said with nearly 100 per cent 
accura¢y that it is the parents’ 
fault. Once so common that, at 
this time of year, clinica and doc- 
tors’ offices were crowded with 
the patients, it has now almost 
completely disappeared. 

Rickets ig a softening of the 
bones, Softening of the bones oc- 
curs in adults, but the conditions 
are very rare. True rickets is a 
digeage of infancy and childhood 
occurring between the of 4 
months and 3 years, he de- 
fect is one of calcification of the 
bones, leading’ to deformities of 
the bones of the legs—bowlegs, 
knock-knees, saber shin-—also of 
the ribs, the skull (the formation 
of a square, boxlike head) and the 
‘bones of the arms. In an infant, 
swollen and sore wrists and an- 
kles are a Mg en. 


THIS DEFEOT of calcification 
is not due to lack of calcium in 
the diet, but lack of Vitamin 
D in the body. In some way, Vita- 
min D is necessary in the. body 
juices for the laying down of cal- 
cium in the bones, The baby is 
able to get Vitamin D in the food, 
or it is able to manufacture its 
own Vitamin D, 


For the mantfacture of Vitamin 


D the action of sunshine is re- 

ed on the skin, That is why 
rickets is a spring disease. Dur- 
ing the winter the baby is not ex- 
posed to sunshine so much, And 


it must be out of doors sunlight; 
_ ordinary window panes filter out 


the rays that create Vitamin D in, 
the skin, §8o after the winter is 
past, rickets begins to manifest 
itaelf-—the period of most frequent 
incidence igs late January, Febru- 
ary and March. 

It is a disease, too, of the tem- 
perate zone. In the north the fish 
diet, and especially eating fish 
livers, prevents it; and in the trop- 
icg the year round sunshine. 

But we do not depend on sun 
exposure exclusively to prevent 
rickets, We insist on the baby 
from the first weeks of life getting 
Vitamin D in the form of cod liver 
oi] or one of the fish oils, or their 
ceaccaeubenc hn 


AN EASY DOSAGE of cod liver 
ofl to remember is three teaspoons- 
ful a day. That is for a cod liver 
oi] of average strength, The med- 
fea] profession hag had more expe- 
rience with cod liver oil in the 
prevention of rickets than with 
any other product, and it is, there- 
fore, safer to stick with it. Cod 
liver oil is relished by babies, and 
has @ pleasant fish fat taste, so 
there is no reason to spare the 
infant its proper protection on the 
basis of disagreeableness. 

A smaller dose is begun at the 

age of two to three weeks, and in- 
creased slowly to the dose of three 
teaspoonsful a day. The minimum 
requirement for potency for cod 
liver oil ig 85 units per gram; most 
contain 100 grams. There are 30 
grams in a teaspoonful, so three 
teggpoonsful give 1200 units a day 
—the right requirement. 
The use of irradiated milk Is 
all right as a supplement, but 
most irradiated milk contains only 
about 135 units of Vitamin D per 
quart, and babies not drink 
more, or much more, na quart 
a day. Experience has not yet 
certainly decided that this amount 
of Vitamin D will protect against 
rickets.
